CRUELLY KILLED. 





One of the bravest and best police officers in 
the whole country. has been brutally assassin- 
ated while in the performance of his duty. 
With perhaps the single exception of Inspector 
Byrnes, of this city, Chief of Police David C. 
Hennessey of the . rescent City was the best 
known police official in the United States. Of 
a sociable nature but still a stries Misciplin- 
arian he had endeared himself to the masses, 
to his men and to the citizens of New Orleans, 
among whom his name was a honorable house- 
hold word. 

Notwithstanding the fact that “Capt.” Hen- 
nessey, as he was generally known, was in 
charge of one of the finest forces of thief-tékers 
and crime-suppressers in the world, his genial 
nature made him most companionable and 
gained for him the name of being one of the 
most ardent lovers of legitimate sports to be 
found anywhere. He was a member of the 
famous Red Light Club of the Crescent City, 
and of innumerable other organizations of a 
like nature. 

Chief Hennessey, acting in the interest of the 
public, had gained the animosity of a certain 
class of law-detesting citizens, and they deter- 
mined to make away with him. They consum- 
mated their purpose in a dastardly and cruel 
manner.

“But good 
songwriters are scarce. I see Bessie Bonesill adver- 
tises for new songs, and promises to pay: well for 
them. Flynn, of Sheridan and Flynn, who manufac- 
tured ‘‘McGinty.” made only a trifling sum out of the 
song, though it had an immense popularity. Smith, 
who wrote “Little Peach,” made little out of it; he is 
now a member of Frank Wilson's ‘““Merry Monarch” 
company. Hewitt, who wrote “It’s English, You 
Know,” for Dixey, got only $100 out of it. 

Song writers are not personally known, and are 
poorly paid. Yet a good song has been known to make 
a@ comedian. The air of ‘Razzle Dazzle” certainly 
made “The Brass Monkey” a success, 

I wen to seo ‘‘Dr. Bill’’ at the Garden Theatre the 
other night. It’s a three-act farce, by Nawilton Aide, 
and it treats of the pos-tnuptial adventu gs young 
doctor who, before marriage, had been on goed terms 
with a number of pretty actresses. The actresscs call

arise all kinds of laughable complications. Wilton 
Lackaye played the title part admirably. John Jen- 
nings was capital as the ambitious father-in-law. T. 

Sadic Mar{jnot 
played the part of one of the actresses in an arch ahd 
piquant manner. Edith Kenward did her ‘‘Kangaro 
dance very nicely. Isabella Evesson was tnsipidas 
the doctor’s young wife.

The scenery and costumes at the Garden Theatre are 
fine, but the mannerand speech of Mr. Jimmy Mor- 
rissey, the acting manager of the house, aré those of 
the insolent and upstart valets who do a little part in 
the company of Mr. Jefferson and Mr. Florence. 

Those admirable comedians, Jefferson and Florence, 
are at Palmer's just now, playing Coleman's “Heir at 
Law’’ to fashionable and undemonatrative audiences. 
The jokes of the comedy are musty. The scenes move 
slowly. Jefferson catches on, however, as the pegantic 
old doctor, and Florence nightly makes a hit as the 
country lad in town. 

But I can’t see where Jefferson’s exaggerated wig 
comes in. I think it’s unworthy of a legitimate artist 
like Jefferson, and it in no material way helps the fun.

Apropos of musicI must tell you that ‘‘The Kreutzer 


Sonata,” the famous novel by Tolstoi, was the text of 


ad artistic entertainment at Hardman Hall the other 
night. Mr. Hermay Linde, a Shakespearian scholar 
and reader, said in the introduction of the programme 
of the evening that the novel by Count Tolstoi, named 
from Beethoven’s sonata, ranks next to “Othello” in 
delineating the overmastering power of jealousy. He 
had read it to a friend when it was first published, 
and had then and there decided that he would read 
from the novel, and also have the reading accom- 
panied by the playing of the sonata as it was pictured 
in Tolstoi’s buok. Forthwith Mr. Linde proceeded to 
seat himself behind a marbie-top table. on which was 
a library lamp,and read from the novel the recital 
beginning with the first questioning of Posdnicheff of 
the influence of violigist’ Trovkhatchevaky over his 
wife. When the novelist had related how Posdnicheff 
had sat inan anteroom whilé Trovkhatchevsky and the 
woman played the “Kreutzer Sonata” in the music 
room, and had described it as an “awful sonata,” in 
which love spoke in every chord, and passion thrilled 
through the whole composition, while Beethoven had 
simply toyed with causes, but which had been: repro- 
duced with a passionate effect on Posdincheff the 
reader stopped. He was applauded, and he left the

Accord- 
ing to his own statement made in a suit afterward 
brought against his wife, Wyse was thrown out of his 
room by his better-half, and his baggage sent flying 
into the hallway of their hotel. That was in 1888.

Dr. Pierce 
says he was dumfounded when served with the com- 
plaint, aa .he had believed: himself to be one of Wyse's 
best friends.

One of the best men that ever lived was Chief of 
Police David C. Hennessey, of New Orleans. He has 
been murdered, or, rather, assassinated, in a dastardly 
manner by an organized mob whose ideas, intentions 
and actions are inimical to even the lowest class of 
law-abiding society. 





PUTTING UP THE JOB. 


‘The crime is the latest in a series of crimes which 
have caused many deaths. In Junea gang of Italian 
bravos lay in wait at midnizht for another party of 
Italians, Matiangas, who bad offended them in some 
way or other, and riddled the entire party of six with 
bullets. The authorities determined to putan end to 
this vendetta business, which was getting too frequent 
among the Italians of New Orleans, and has resulted 
in forty or more murders and assassinations, and vi- 
ofous efforts were made to track and capture the 
criminals. Six men were arrested for the crime and 
tried. During the trial oneof the principal witnesses, 
an Italian, was assassinated. The trial resulted in a 
canviction, but there was so much perjury that the 
Judge granted a new trial, which is yet to come off. 

Chief of Police Hennessey, who was a witness in 
the first case, set to work to collect all the evidence 
about the Mafia, the Stopaliagieri, and other Italian 
_ assassination societies, and about the numerous ven- 
dettas and murders committed by them. As there is a 
feud between the !talians growing out of the Mati- 
: ango affair, he found it possible to secure ample evi- 
dence of the most sensational character, and lié prom- 
imed such developments as would break up the ven- 
deétta in New Orleans forever. Hénnessey well under- 
stood the risk he was running. He was a man of cour- 
age and fearlessness, but he deemed it prudent, from 
the many threats he received, to guard himself, and 
never went without one or more officers as escort. Un- 
fortunately he dismissed his body guard a few days 
ago, either believing that he could protect himself or 
that the threats amounted to nothing. The ‘ausassins 
evidently knew this, and made their preparations for 
revenge. 

There was a meeting of the Italian Stilleto Society,

and it was then decided that Hennessey must be got 
rid of for the safety of the members. The crime was 
carefully planned. Two gangs of men were detailed 
for it. They were armed with revolvers and blunder- 
busses and concealed themselves in alleyways at each 
corner of the block on which Hennessey lived, so that 
he could not escape. This was in one of the most 
populous portions of the city. but it was a rainy night 
and few persons were abroad. It was near midnixzht 
when Hennessey started home. He turned the corner 
and as he came under the glare of the electric light 





the assassins opened on him witha volley from the 
alleyway in which they had hidden. Hennessey was 


taken by surprise,and must have been wounded at 
the first fire, but he stood his ground, drew his revol- 
ver, and fired at his assailants. They replied, and 
twenty or more shots were fired. A police officer heard 
them, and ran to Hennessey’s aid, to be himself shot 
in the ear. 

When Hennessey fell the men who were ovtiseale’

in the alleyway ran out and down the street, one of 
them throwing away his gun. Four other men armed 
with blunderbusses, the party waiting at the other 
corner for Hennessey, joined the fugitives, and the 
entire gang ran up the street and disappeared in the 
darkness. 

When relief reached Hennessey he was found lying 
on the doorsteps. His body was riddled with bullets. 
Both his lungs were penetrated. There was another 
wound very near his heart, one in the stomuch, one in 
his side, and still another in his leg. Besides, his coat 
was cut by no less than nive other bullets which had‘ 


not penetrated the flesh. The doctors pronounced the { - 


wounds mortal, and Hennessey died at 9 o'clock in the 
morning. He was rational to the last, and declared 
that the murder was committed by ‘‘dagos,” as the 
lower class of Italians are designated. Of this there 
was no reasonable doubt, as several persons saw the | 
men who committed the murder both before it oc- 


curred and when they were flying up the street with |- 


their guns. 

-On the day after the arrest,and while excitement 
was still high, a new scene was enacted iu the tragedy 
when Thomas H. Duffy, a well-known and respected

citizen of New Qrleans, avenged in part the popular 
chief's assassination. He entered the court-yard or 
“banll-ring” of thé prison, having been admitted by 
Deputy Sheriff Fortier. Accosting Deputy Sheriff 
Andrey, Duffy informed him that he could identify 
Scaffadi, one of the prisoners. Deputy Sheriff Tim 
Dwyer led Scatfadi down to the grating. He peered ‘ 
through, Duffy drew a revolver from his pocket and 
pulled the trigger. Scaffadi fell mortally wounded. 

Duffy was immediately placed under arrest, and the’ 
*‘dago” was removed to the Fourth Precinct station. 

In the station Duffy voiced the sentiment of the 
peace-loving citizens of New Orleans by quietly re- 
marking : 

“I only wish there were about seventy-five more 
men like me.” 

After his name and the charge had been recorded, - 
Duffy was conveyed to the Central station by officer 
Freitag. He waa interrogated by Capt. Journee and 
Secretary Vandervort. and then taken back to the 
Fourth Precinct, where he was locked up. 

More than fifty arrests have been madé 
believed to be implicated in the assassination of 
Hennessey, and another “dago,” Pedro Natal, was 
identified by Officer Lannagan as one of the men he 
saw running away from the acene of the murder. 

The body of the late Chief of Police, David C. Hen- 
nesaey, lay in state at the City Hall from 10 A. M. to3 
P. M. on Friday, and was viewed by thousands of peo- 
ple. The funeral war largely attended and Canal 
street was lined by an immense crowd for a mile. In

Medical aid was summoned, and Dr. A. J. Morris 
pronounced tbe patients in a critical condition. Later 
ou the youncest, two years of age, breathed her last 
from the effects of the fatal drug. 

Another died on the same day. The other two chil- 
dren and the mother have since died. 


LOYD ARRESTED. 


Coroner Windam summoned a jury and held an in- 
quest; the jury empanneled rendered the following 
verdict, the above story having been brought out in

“We, the jury empannelied, find that the deceased 
came ‘to hér death by arsenic peison, administered at 
the hands of one Clayton Loyd.” 

After accomplishing his purpose, Loyd departed for 
Donaldsonville, Ga , witere hearrived and went to work 
at his duties. After his crime was discovered, the 
good citizens of Newton voluntarily raised a large 
purse, and offered a reward for the fiend. Mr. Ander. 
son Sanford, a dock marshal, of Newton, telegraphed 
to Bainbridye, Ga., to arrest Loyd, and upon this tele. 
gram he was arrested and returned to Ozark and 
lodged in the Dale County jail. Sheriff L. F. Patter. 
son had him in charge. He was arrested in Donald-

sonville, which is 9 miles from the Loyd home. Bailiff 
King. of Decatur county, made the arrest. 

¥rom the depot he was followed to the jail by a mass 
of excited people, and at one time it looked as if a 
lynching bee was imminent. 

Loyd made the following statement: ‘I left Donald- 
sonville, Ga., Wednesday evening and went to Newton 
to pay a visit tomy family. The réason I came was to 
givethem money. It was with difficulty that! got a 
leave of absence. I was watchmanin Donaldsonville, 
and my services were needed. I promised tv be back 
Thursday, but didn’t go, it having been seven weeks 
since I saw my fawily. Friday morning, about 9 
o’clock, after kissing my wife and little ones good-bye, 
I left to again return to Donaldsonville. I went there 
and went to work. Bailiff King, who is an acquaint- 
ance og mine, came down and arrested me while on 
duty. At first I thought he was jesting, and it was fif- 
teen minutes before I permitted the arrest. I was 
shocked beyond expression. I did not commit the 
crime, nor knew nothing of it. My God! this is terri- 
ble to be accused of foully murdering my own wife 
and little ones. Itis hard enough to bear the terrible 
blow, but it is unbearable to have the world think I, 
their husband and father, did the deed.” 

-Continuing, Loyd said: 

“¥ loved my wife and children, and I defy anyone to 
say that we ever had across word. This report about 
my threatening to poison my family before is a lie 
from beginning to end. Iam innocent of the crime, 
and God knows it—the opinion of the people to the 
contrary.”

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THE LELAND HOUSE FIRE.

The Leland Hotel, the finest establishment of the 
kind in Syracuse, N. ¥.. was recently destroyed by 
fire. At the time of the accident about 160 suests were 
stopping at the hotel. The frightened boarders filled 
the halls and corridors, running hither and thither, 
vainly. endeavoring to find some means of escape from 
the blazing building. Many were saved by the gallant 
work of the firemen, who rescued several by carrying 
them down ladders which were placed under the win- 
dows. Others escaped by sliding down the. rope fire 
escapes. 

Graphic stories of the conflagration are told by 
survivors, who narrowly escaped death in the furnace 
of fire. 

William T. Grover, acting manager for Cora Tanner, 
who is filling an engagement at the Grand Opera 
House, tells a connected story of how nearly all es- 
caped. He said: 

“I was just about ready to retire when I heard a 
woman scream in the hall. Then I heard the clectric 
bells ring throu-hout the halls. The onein my room 
did not seem to work. I threw a few of my clothes and 
personal effects into my trunk, but lost them in the 
end. Amon, others on the fourth floor was Miss Ada 
Dwyer, ot the company. We met in the hall and 
started in the direction of a fireman's voice, who was 
showing frantic men and women the way to the stairs. 
We got separated in the crowd in the halls, where the 
scene was an awful one. The gas must have been put 
out by-4he dense smoke, for the halls were soon in 
total darkness. I did not see Miss Dwyer again until 
we met on the ground floor. I lost all my personal 
effects except my watch and money.” Regarding Miss 
Tanner Mr. Grover said: 

‘‘As soon as Miss Tanner was aroused she rushed 
into the hall. The door of J.-C, Gavitt’s room, near, 
was open, and she rushed in, shouting, ‘For God's 
sake save me!’ Mr. Gavitt was about té lower bimeclf 
by the fire escape, but stoppec and lowered her to the 
ground and then followed. Miss Tanner was-not seri- 
ously injured, but the palms of her hands were cut 
and lacerated. Miss Tanner saved her jewelry, 
$5,000 in cash and valuables, having seized them up 
hastily,#hrust them into a jewel cast and tied it about 
her neck.” 

Miss Tanner was taken to the Vanderbilt House and 
attended in the ladies’ parlor. Dr. H. L. Elaner dressed 
the wounds on her bands and gave her a quieting po- 
tion. Othermembers of Miss Tanner’s company are 
also at the Vanderbilt House.

The story of Rosa Heller is a sad one, indeed, aud 
relates to a young life blighted by the revolting bru- 
talitv of one who should have been her protector.

to Herman Heller, a man much older than herself. 
From the very beginning of their married life Heller's 





conduct towards his girl-wife is said to have been bru- | 


tal in the extreme, and the cruelties said to have been 

practiced upon her were inhuman and , and 
more like, the acts of an insane person than a man jn 
his right mind. It is said that on ee occasions he 
attempted to take her life. 

After having beaten and starved her, as she related 
the ptory, Helier set her adrift about a year ago, tell- 
ing her that she was not his lawful wife, as he had a 
wif¢ and two children elsewhere. at the same time ex- 
hibiting the pictures of his alleged children by a rel 
mer marriage. 

The woman, who had’ had to make her ow:? senna 
while living with Heller, was thrown upon her own 
resources. She found her way to Augusta and after- 
ward to Burke County, where she met an old man 
name Strange. Strange took a fancy to the woman, 
or girl rather, and wanted to marry her. To this she 
agreed, and there was some kind of ceremény per- 
formed, but ndt¢ a legal marriage. She lived with 
Strange until his death, a short while afterward, and 
then came to Savannah, where she secured‘a place as 
a» house girl in a respectable family. 

Heller learned that Rosa was in Savannah and fol- 
lowed her there. He endeavored in every way, by 
persuasion and afterward by threats, to get her to live 
with him again, but she refused to do so. Because 
she would not live with him he prosecuted her for 
bi-amy about six months ago. 

In the preliminary hearing before Judge Sheftall, 
Rosa stated her connection with Strapge, and said 
that:she lived with him because he was kind to her 
and was able to take care of her, but she did not’ con- 
sider herself his wife. She was committed to jail, 


however, but was afterward released by order of the 
solicitor general. % 

Rosa had been working at the Empire Steam 
Laundry prior to her death and boarding with Mrs. 
Strickland on Sims street. Helier still continued his 
efforts to get her to come back to him, and threatened 
to kill ber if’ she did not. 








About two weeks ago Rosa was taken sick and was 
sent to the St. Joseph’s Infirmary. Heller called to 
see her at the infirmary, and her detestation and fear 
of him were such shat she jumped from her bed and 
through a window.to escape from him. Realizing that 
her illness was mortal she begged to be sent back to 
Mrs, Strickland's, which was done. 

Later on, when Rosa was dying, Heller stood at the 
bedside of the woman whose life he had wrecked, and 
made her last hours miserable by his presence. Her 
detestation of him was such that even in her dying 
moments she turned her head away from him and re- 
fused to look at him. 








The last request of the dying woman to her friend, 
Mrs. Strickland, was that she should be buried decent- 
ly, and that Heller should not be allowed to have hir 
body. Mrs. Strickland promised to carry out her re- 
quest, which she faithfully did. She notified Under- 
taker Henderson of the death and requested him to 
take charge of the body, which was donc. 

Heller was bent upon securing the body of the de- 
ceased. He called upon undertaker J. Goctte and re- 
quested him to take charge of the remains, without 
informing, him as to the nature of the case. Mir. 
Goette prepared a coffin, and, in company with Heller, 
drove to. the house. When Mr. Goette learned that 
Mr. Henilerson was in charge, and had become better 
informed about the case, Mr. Goette immediately re- 
fused to have anything to do with the matter. Heller 
swore that he would have the body at any cust, That 
night he went to Capt. W. D. Dixon, making the samo 
representations to him that he had made to Mr. 
Goette, and asked Capt. Dixon totake charge of the 
body. A coffin was prepared and Mr. W. T. Dixon 
drove down with it, but when Mr. Dixon learned from 
Mr. Henderson how the matter stood, he washed his 
hands of the affair and drove b:ck. 

Heller was persistent and desperate in his efforts, 
and went back to the house late at night, cursing and 
threatening to break down the door if he was not ad- 
mittéd, an@ ag he wae kicking at the doors peliceman 
was called upon and took Heller away from the house. 




















LUSA IN JAIL FOR BIGAMY. 


On the following morning Heller renewed his efforts 
to secure possession of the body. He endeavored to 
get a possesgory warrant at the Magistrates’ Courts 
for the body, but was unsuccessful. Justice Naugh- 


tin perempterily refused to listen to the fellow. By. 


representations to Dr. Norton, who attended the wo- 
man, Heller secured a death certificate, and with this 
obtained a Burial permit from Health Officer Brunner, 
and the desperate man endeavored to secure police 
interference, but without success. Mr. Henderson 
laid the whole matter before the health officer and 
was given a duplicate certificate, and the body was 
buried. Heller vowed that he would take the body 
and jump into the Savannah river with it before any- 
body else should bury it, but he did not attempt to 
carry his thr¢pts into execution. 

The Rev. Mr. Royal, of the Baptist Church, con- 
ducted the funeral services, and the body of poor Rosa 
Heller was laid at rest without further scandal, under 
the shadow of the oaks at Laurel Grove.

OTHER PUGILISTIC EVENTS. 


The Star, London, October 3, publishes the following: 

At Lambeth Police Court to-day Mr. Partridge was again asked 
that difficult riddle, “When is a fight not a fight?” Everybody 
in court had # shot at the answer by way of beguiling the long 
period of waiting. 

Pony Muore, when he was asked it. said: “Kin I tele you when 
fea fight nota fight? Yath. When It's a jar.” 

Mr. Richard K. Fox knows a lot about the prizering. When 
he was asked the drum he idered a t, and then 
inquired whether the answer had anything to do with the fight 
being on the Middlesex side or “across” the water. He was 
told it had, and was asked again “When is a fight pot a fight?” 
He replied, *‘When it’s a cross.”’ 

The Sportsman's nan, asked “When is a fight not a fight?” 
replied. “When it’s a box.”’ 

McAuliffe, who came in late, did not attempt to find an an- 
ewer. Mie merely said that whichever way it was it was ‘better 
to have gloved and lost than never to have gloved at all.” Sia- 
vin, beside him, was brimful of animal spirits. 

Mr. Poland, for the Treasury, came there to prosecute; Mr. 
Purcell was for Siavin, and Mr. Wightman Wood, who had 
mistaken the time fixed, was not there at the beginning for 
McAuliffe. : 

Mr. Poland said he should show that it was a common prize 
fight. If it was a boxing match it was lawful. But if it was a 
fight for money or without money, or whether with gloves or 
without gloves, it was not lawful. 

The London Echo. Oct. 3, in publishing the Slavin and Mc- 
Auliffe examination, says; “Mr. Poland suid he was instructed 
by the Solicitor of the Treasury to prosecute. The prisoners 
were engaged on the 87th ultimo in an ordinary common prize 
fight at tue Ormonde Club,'and had thereby committed a breach 
ot the peace. In other words, exch man assaulted the other. 
He (Mr. Poland) thought that, when he had called the magis- 
trate’s attention to authorities on the subject, there would be no 
Gifficulty in dealing with the case. If it had been a pastime 
.. Merely it would be a different thing; but If, on the other hand, 

it was a contest whereby one man might ‘knock the other out 
of time.’ gloves or no gloves, for a prize, it was a proceeding 
which the law would not tolerate. Here were two men, one de- 
ecribed as being the Australian champlon—Slavin—and the 
other the Californian and Pacific Coast champion—(lauchter) 
—and they came from those remote districts for the purpose of 
fighting. Was it to be supposed—uniess such persons believed 
people left their common sense at home—that these men would 
come from such a distance, train for such a long time, and fight 
for a championship and £1,000, and also for the diamond belt, 
given by the proprietor of the American Police Gazette—unless 
they ass“ulted ench other as he had suggested.” 

The Sportsman, London, Sept. 29, publishes the following: 
Mr. Richard K. Fox, who has become so well known in connec- 
tion with latter-day contests, proved McAuliffe’s best friend in 
this country. Having, likeso many of the American party, 

- undoubted confidence in their representative, he was ready to 
give him every support. He stoud by the fallen boxer after tho 
contest und saw him home before taking any rest himself. A 
Sporteman reporter looked him up later and found the spirited 
promoter of sport rather tired out, but still re«dy to assist in 
making fresh matches. He was very much sr rised nt the re- 
sult, as McAuliffe had been brought into the .ing in what he 
considered grand shape. That Slavin was a very powerful hit- 





ter none were more rendy to admit than himself, as McAuliffe P 


had taken such a strong lead in the opening round. It was no 
use crying over spilt milk, and he should see McAuliffe safe 
home aguin. It was his intention to try and bring about a meet- 
ing between Suliivan and Slavin, who could be considered the 
two greatest fighters of the day. Mr Fox thonght that the con- 
test had been carrie out in the fairest possible manner, and 
Ms @ spirit of fair play on either sideseldom seen.” 

“Phe Sporting LAfe Sept. 30, published the following: 

The offer of Mr. Richard K. Fox to back John L. Sullivan 
against Frank Slavin has been much discussed in sporting 
circles. 

In an interview with Dalziel’s correspondent to-day, Sullivan 
saye that he regards the offer as a joke. To use his own words, 
“Itisa bluff” Sullivan says that he could get plenty of back- 
ing should he decide to contest the championship with Slavin, 
Dat he does not care to fight. He says, “Fox's one ambition is 
to find « man to whip me, but in this case he is trying to bluff 
me, for he knows I would not accept Madden as a trainer. I 
would rather have ‘Sonp’ McAlpine. I shall not fight again, 
certainly for not less a sum than $26,000 a side. - Acting pays 
better than fighting. I have made barrels of money this season. 
You can bet your life that the stage is a bigger game than the 
‘ing. I will have nothing to do with Fox or Madden in any 
case.” 


The Pau Mall Gasette thinks there is room for a distinct sci- 
ence and sport of boxing. Thetype of man developed by this 
sport, either as its professional exponent or as its patron, may 
not be a fine type. That may be suid of the national sport of horse 
racing; but we have alwnys contended that there was room 
for a purified turf. We should like the turf better—we should 
regard it as more of a legitimate sport, if, like other sports, it 
was more of a common meeting ground for the professional and 
the amateur; and the same may be sald of puxflism. The pasty- 
faced young man who is prepared to spend twenty pounds on 
seeing two fellows, whose position makes money very much an 
object. hainmer each other and exchange bloody noses for his 
gratification, would be vastly astonished, asa rule, if he were 
called on after the exhibition to put on the gloves himself with 
one of his friends. It would do him a world of good, probably, 
if he could be induced to do it, and boxing would be a better 
sport if that were more its character. What degrades it and 
what in a large measure also degrades horse racing ie the ab- 
sence of that free and genial spirit, which grows up among per- 
eons of all classes engaging on the same. footing in healthy 
physical recreation. But eren as some at any rate, of those who 
muster at Tattersall’s do ride themselves, and can ata pinch 
conduct their to victory, so, too, there are tho-e among 
the patrons of the Pelican and Ormonde clubs, we suppose, who 
delight in a bout with the gloves. There are also, as everybody 
knows, canons of skill upon which a match can be decided by 
points as well as a cricket match by runs, and the beaten man 
no more left for dead on the field than the beaten eleven. With 
all this to distinguish it, if its patrona care to do sv, from a mere 
contest of animal endurance and ferocity, who shall say that 
there are no Ethics of Head-punching ? : 

The St. James Gazette is of the opinion that the great question 
as to where a prise tight begins and a glové fight ends was very 
much tn need of settlement. Some steps are being taken 
towards its settlement, since a metropolitan magistrate is con- 
sidering what is the standard thinness of glove with which a 
pugilist may legally batter another pugitist without ommitting 
an assault. We congratulate the police on having discovered at 
the last moment that a battle, for which twe men had been 
tralning for several weeks, was going to take place. It Is due 
to the proprietors of the Ormonde Club to say, that it Is through 
no fault of theirs that the authorities remained in ignorance so 
long. They maintain that their proceedings are perfectly law- 
ful, and that they had no wish to conceal anything. But the 
whole of our law and practise in regard to prise fighting and 
quas! prize fighting is in ahighly unsatisfactory condition. If a 
prise fight is a thing to be permitted, well and good; If it is not. 
do not at any rate, let us have colorable imitations of it. 

The Sav maintains that boxing should be as Uttle brutal as 
possible. Tru» bexzing te not necessarily brutal. -Phe -com- 
batants should not Aight to knockgeach other out, but to make 
as many points as possible. Prizefighters are as a class by no 
means anxious to receive punishment, even if they do not take 
particularly good care to avoid it. It is skill, not mere strength, 
whigh tells in such acontest. Football is, no doubt, often brutal 








—too brutal, but the best player is not necessarily the strongest 
man ; and in cricket (as in genuine boxing) strength is only 
one among a score of qualities—such as nerve, judgment, en- 
durance, discipline, temper—which come into play. As to box- 
ingand fighting, hamanity stands pretty well where it did in 
ante-Christian eays. Only it is surely capable of levelling up, 
of substituting the trial of physical and mental skill for the 
trial of cunning or brute force, of producing a race of truly 
gentle men, who are neither overgrown , swaggering bul 
namby-pamby nervous wrecks. 


A RATTLING MILL IN NEW JERSEY. 


At 2 well-known resort in New Jersey on Oct. 16 there was & 
well-contested mill between Tohy Longerman of Long Brauch, 
N. J., and Buck Driscoll, of Staten Island. Both men are light- 
weights. ~ 

The men had fought hard for 3 rounds with kid gloves, and 
both were badly cut when Driscoll began to weaken. He fouled 
Lougerman by butting and trying to throw him, and was wid 
that the next time he tried any such game he would have the 
fight decided agaiust him. In the fourth round Driscoll delib- 
erately threw his man. and in falling Longermun snapped a 
bone in his left weist. The crowd of nearly one handred sports 
at once got excited. The betting had been quite free, with Long- 
erman a slight favorite. The latter's friends called fur a decision 
in his favor, and the other side wantod a draw. For a few min- 
utes it look ke war, but the referee, Ed O'Rourke of this city, 
stood his ground and guvo the derision to Longerman, after 
telling the Driscoll people that they were blank fools for claim- 
ing anything. The stakes of $200 and the purse of $110 were: 
handed to the Long Branch mun, who wanted to give $20 to his 
oftponent, but several of his party jumped in and told him that 
“a corner loafer like that djdn‘t deserve a cent.” Then there 
came near being a free fight again, but everybody rot away be- 
fore daylight without the dring ofa shot. nlthongh tt looked at 
one time as though somebody would get hurt. Longerman’s arm 
was set by a young doctor who was present. 


FLAHERTY KNOCKS COX OUT. 


“Scotty” Cox and Martin Fixherty, of Boston, Mass., light- 
weights, fought at a well-known resort in New Jersey, on Oct. 
17, fur a purse. Cox weighed fully 130 pounds, while Flaherty is 
@ 105-pound man. 

Cux was seconded by Jimmy Kennard, the St. Paul Kid. and 
Martin Lewis of this city. while Flaherty was looked after by his 
brother Joe and Eddie Cahill, brother of Pat Cahill, the amateur 
middle-welght champion of America. Professor Hurley ucted 
as referee and Denny Costigan and Scotty Lovelle held the time. 

The first round was ably fought by both men and, it anything, 
Cox had rather the best of the round. 

In the second round Flaherty showed to ‘an advantage, and 
betore the close of the round Flaherty got in on Cox in grent 
shape and had him bleeding at the mouth. 

Flaherty chased Cox all over the ring in the third reund, and 
in the fourth he knocked him silly. It was a great victory for 
the feather weight.

In regard to the proposed mutch between Frank P. Slavin and 
Peter Jackson for the cMampionship of the world, ‘the Sporting 
LYe, London, says: 

“Matters are far from settled for this match. The purse is all 
right, but a goud deal has been done in the way of expenses ere— 
Slavin can agree, and for the purpose of coming to a final un- 
derstanding « letter will be forwarded by this mail to Melbourne. 
It is not by any means improbable that the match will take place 
in England. Slavin has made this country his home, and if a 
similar purse is forthcoming he will prefer to box here, as, in 
the event of success or defeat abroad, he'will have to return to 
England. In any case nothing will be definitely settled for some 
time. Meanwhile Slavin and McAuliffe will tour the country, 
they having made a great many engagements in the provinces. 
Yesterday Siavin’s wife's sister was married, and Frank, with 
his manager, Jack Lewis, acted as best men. The previous even- 
ing Slavin and McAuliffe met for the first time since the contest. 

“As regards the proposed match, Jackson, before he left this 
country, declared to our repregentative thatin the event of » 
substantial purse being offered, nothing would give him greater 
pleasure than to return to England to box for it. He is anx- 
fons to bé once more with the many friends he madeon this 
side, and a good purse is almost certain to guarantee his pres- 
ence, Itds alao pretty generally known that Jackson ts quite 
as anxious to meet Slavin as Frank is to meet Peter, and, de- 

tches to the Coll n inthe Rue Portland confirms the oft- 
expfessed wish made by Jackson on the memorable morning he 
left Euston for Liverpool.”

The trial of Joe MeAuliffe and-Frank ‘P.. Slavia for engacing 
ina prize fight for £1,000, the “Pulice Gusette” championship 
belt and the championship of the world.has been postpone! un 
til Nov. 24, when the pugilists will be tried. Both McAulifeand 
Slavin were put under bonds of £3,000 for ‘their appearance at 
the November session of the court. Richard K. Fux furnished 
the £2.000 bonds for the American, and Geurge Piesee furnished 
bonds for Slavin. Richard K. Fox has postponed his return to 
New York, having decided to remain and look after the Ameri- 
can’s interest personally. He has engaged the best counsel in 
England to defend McAniifte. 

The international prise fight between Billy McCarthy, of Aus- 
tralin, and Ted Pritchard for the middie-weight champtonship, 
which was to have been decided in the Pelican Club, has been 
postponed until the Slavin and McAuliffe trial is ended, 

Gus Lambert, the American heavy-weight pugtiist, and Teddy 
O'Neill, of Liverpool, have been matched to fight for £200. The 
Men are to fight st catch-weights on Nov. 6. Jem Mace is train. 
ing Lambert. 

Slavin and McAuliffe are boxing to large audiences, and both 
are being well received. ATKINSON. 


LONDON, Oct. 16, 1890. 

The report cabled here from New York that Sullivan has 
agreed to fight the winner if Jackson and Slavin fightin Aus- 
tralia, created considerabie amusement in sporting circles, ow. 
ing to the fact that Slavin is not going back to Australia, but- 
has decided to make England his permanent residence. Slavin 
will issue no challenge to either Sullivan or Jackson, but he 
will fight either for any amount, the batt'’e to be decided in 
France or Belgium.

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WHY JOE McAOLIFTE LOST. 


Will George Godfrey Defeat 
Ed, Smith? 


THE KEMP-O’CONNOR MATCH. 


The recent international fistic encounter between 
Frank P. Slavin, of Austealin, and Joe McAuliffe for £1,000, the 
Police Gasette” championship belt and the champlonship of 
the world is still the topic in sporting circles, and many do. not 
understand the cause of the American representative’s sudden 
collapse in the second round, after having such a deciced lead 
in the first round. 
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It is my opinion that the blow Slavin delivered with 
his left on MeAuliffe’s face at *he close of the first round had 
considerable to do with the American's defeat in the round that 
tuilowed. The first chapter of a book doés not complete it, 
neither does the first heat in either a trotting or running race 
decide it, What matters it if a horse does not win the first heat 
when there are two more trials, and the driver is wéll aware that 
he can win any time he makes the pace and decides to do so.

A drama in a theatre is never ended in the first 
act, but it necessitates several acts generally to develop the 
plot It is the same way in a glove contest ora prise fight. 
What difference does it make if one pugilist has the best of the 
first round? Ifthe first three minutes, or the time occupied 
by the round, is to decide the battle, then the advantage would 
be of some benefit.

When Abe Hicken and ye Maguire fought for 
92,000 and the middle-weight championship, what advantage 
did Maguire gain by having the lead in the fighting for several 
rounds? None, simply because he was not able to keep the lend 
in the fighting. He fought a man who was a scientific, cour- 
ageous pugilist, who was willing to be severely punished until 
he got the opportunity he was waiting for. Finally ‘his time 
came and he landed his left in Maguire’s stomach, and “bring- 
ing the right across” on Maguire's left jaw, fractured it and won 
the battle.

Nearly all those present who did not thoroughly 
understand how prize ring battles are lost and won were cer- 
tain that McAulifie would win, but there was a selett few pres- 
ent who ti.oroughly understood prize ring ethics, and they knew 
that the battle was not lost until it was won, for, while Slavin 
was receiver-general, several of his blows that had already 
landed on McAuliffe had been effective, and even when the Aus- 
tralian was being the most punished he showed all the best 
qualities of a puzilist, for instead of veatiny a retreat he drove 
McAuliffe allover the ring and he fought with the determina- 
tion of a gladiator until he gained the victory. 
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McAuliffe’s defeat may be attributed either to lack 
of stamina, inability to punish, or lack of condition. Slavin, as 
a boxer, is McAulifte’s inferior, Slavin as a pugilist, is a de- 
termined, vindictive punisher, full of grit and bilidog game- 
ness, and is McAuliffe’s superior. The American lacked, in my 
opinion, strength and endurance to stand the tremendous ba:- 
tering he received. ee ‘ 


Since the battle I have heard many, to use a cant 
phrase, “roast” McAuliffe’s manager, Billy Madden, for McAu- 
liffe’s «lefeat, claiming that he had poor judgment in taking Mc- 
Auliffe to England to meet Slavin. Ido not entertain the same 
idea. Billy Madden, during the past decade, and since he gave 
up pugilism, practically, has figured prominently as a manager 
of pugilists, and in that business he has been a star. He man- 
aged John L. Sullivan, and the latter won the championship of 
America and gained thousands under his management. He 
brought Charley Mitchell inte prominence, also Jack Ashton.

Jack McAuliffe, the greatest light-weight pugilist 
living. who holds the “ Police Gazette” championship belt, nearly 
always fought under Billy Madden’s management, and never 
lost a battle. Madden secured the services of Joe McAuliffe. He 
knew his record and witnessed him defeat the much-talked-of 
Duluth Slasher, Pat Killen, of St. Paul. 
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Madden knew that McAuliffe’s gameness could not 
be questioned. He was also aware that the Mission Boy would 
improve by constant tuition. On his arrival in New York from 
the Pacific Coast Madden decided to match him against any pu- 
gilist breathing. The challenge was issued, $600 forteit posted, 
and McAuliffe stood, like Ajax defying the lightning, ready to 
meet any man in the arena.

McAuliffe’s aim was to win the championship of 
the world and the ‘Police Gazette’? championship belt, which 
historical trophy John L. Sullivan held. Sullivan publicly an- 
nounced that he had retired and would not again combat fur the 
championship, and McAuliffe claimed the title. After gaining 
possession of the belt there was no one to meet McAuliffe, and 
he was an elephant on Madden’s hands. The only chance of ‘his 
being matched was by guing to England to meet Slavin for a 
pufse thé Pelican Club had offered. Madden decided to make 
the Journey, and on his arrival in the English metropolis he 
found that he was on a wild goose chase.

The grent attraction was the t that Nel 
would go to beat Axtell’s time, 2:12, made over’ that track Jast 
fall. About 3 o'clock the great Maine stallion appeared on the 
track driven by his owner and driver. O. H. Nelson, and was 
given « warming up heat in 2:23, the last quarter in .88. A quar- 
ter of an hour later the purple cap and jacket of the Pine Tree 
State horseman was again seen. The second time down the 
word was given with the stallion going smooth and strong with 
the runner back. The rate was deceptive, but the farlong being 
compussed in 165 was a pointer to the great effort that was on. 
The watches split at 32 seconds at the first quarter, the half in 
1:04%, the horse going entirely on his courage. Now the runner 
quickened his stride and moved up, and wit» his ears laid back 
the great stallion caught the hoof beats behind him and another 
link was let out as he gamely fonght againat Father Time. He 
reached the three quarter pole i 1:3644, and as he swung into 
the turn it was known that another record had gore down, 
Cheer after cheer went up as he flashed under the wire in 2:11%. 
Time by quarters was .32, 32%, 31% , 34%. 
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KANSAS CITY AGAIN DEFEATS NEW YORK. 


A pigeon shooting match for $10,000 was contested at Holly- 
wood Park, Long Branch, N. J., on Oct. 13, between J. A Rob- 
ert Elliott, of Kansas City, and Edgar Murphy, the famous wing 
shot of New York. Theconditions were five traps. 80 yards’ 
rise, 21 yards boundary and Hurlingham rules 

Elliott is the champion wing shot of the West, and he had few 
followers, it being generally suppexed that his opponent would 
outsheot him. Before the match began there was heavy betting. 
From the commencement of the match the Kansas City repre- 
sentative outshot his opponent and won the match by five 
birds. Elliott killed 93 ont of 100, while Murphy kiled 88. In 
juatice to the latter we must state that several of Murphy’s birds 
fell dead just outside the boundary.
